Carter Wins Big; Fo rd Lead Still Narro w

Jimmy Carter was po ised to day at the 
brink o f a first ballo t Demo cratic no mi­ 
natio n fo r president, and President Fo rd 
narro wly led Ro nald Reagan in the still 
clo se Republican race. 
Carter, who said to day he can pick up 
the remaining 3 7 3 delegates he needs 
witho ut pro mising any thing to any bo dy , 
apparently is getting the suppo rt o f such 
party stalwarts as Chicago May o r Rich­ 
ard J. Daley and Geo rge Wallace, who se 
quest fo r the no minatio n Carter shattered 
in Flo rida and No rth Caro lina three 
mo nths ago . 
As Califo rnia, Ohio and New Jersey 
cleaned up v o te co unting fro m the last o f 
the 3 2 bicentennial y ear primaries Tues­ 
day , Carter had 1,122 delegates acco rding 
to UPI’s co unt — he claimed mo re than 
1,25 0 — and Fo rd had 9 14 o f the 1,13 0 
required fo r the GOP no minatio n. Reagan 
had 85 7 with ano ther 203 unco mmitted. 
Carter said to day he had been in co n­ 
tact with Daley , Wallace and o ther de­ 
feated candidates. He refused co mment 
o n whether he discussed Wallace’s 16 8 
delegates, an indicatio n they are likely to 
swing o v er to him. 
Daley , who co ntro ls at least 86 o f 
Illino is’ delegates, said o f Carter befo re 
the results were in, "If he wins in Ohio , 
he’ll walk in under his o wn po wer. He’ll 
be the candidate.’’ Daley , lo ng a party 
kingmaker, also ended any speculatio n he 
might back Hubert Humphrey — who has 
pro mised ano ther reassessment o f his 


n o n can didacy — by say in g, "Ou r p arty 
isn 't in bad en o u gh shap e to hav e to go 
to so meo n e an d deman d him an d draft 
him ." 
Carter with a big v icto ry in Ohio , was 
almo st 800 delegates ahead o f the clo sest 
Demo crat, ev en tho u gh he was swamp ed 
by Go v . Edmu n d G. Bro wn Jr. in Califo r-

Fran k Chu rch o f Idaho , whip p ed in 
Ohio , all bu t co n ceded the n o min atio n to 
Carter, bu t Bro wn declared he had cap ­ 
tu red the mo men tu m an d said “I thin k 
we can win this thin g.’’ 
The Demo crats had mo re than 4 5 0 
u n co mmitted delegates an d a n u mber o f 
small blo cs held by in activ e an d defu n ct 
can didates. There still are abo u t 135 
delegates left to be selected by cau cu s 
an d co n v en tio n by the en d o f Ju n e.

“We made it clear to Shan dak en that 
we do n ’t wan t their garbage an y mo re,” 
said Cadden .

Wo o dsto ck ’s bu dget fo r garbage dis­ 
p o sal this y ear was $19,000, an d, acco rd­ 
in g to Cadden , Shan dak en ’s 4 0 to 4 5 to n s 
a week was half the amo u n t bu ried at the 
Wo o dsto ck du mp . “The $19,000 didn ’t 
in clu de $10,000 wo rth o f in terest an d 
p ay men ts o n the bu lldo zer,” said Cad­ 
den . 
We also may hav e to hire an ex tra man 
to deal with all the garbage, an d we may 
hav e to bu y o u r o wn dirt, which we 
estimate will co st $15 ,000 n ex t y ear, 
Cadden added. The $15 ,000 bu y s the 
same amo u n t o f dirt—120 cu bic y ards p er 
week — that Ho y t said Shan dak en co u ld 
bu y fo r aro u n d $11,000 a y ear. 


Last Satu rday , rep resen tativ es o f the 
two to wn s discu ssed the n ew terms bu t n o 
agreemen t was sign ed. Shan dak en Su p er­ 
v iso r Ho y t said that, while he tho u ght 
agreen en t was n ear o n a three-mo n th 
p ack age o f $9,000 an d 120 y ards o f dirt, 
“it’s my o p in io n that the cheap est way is 
to p erman en tly co mbin e the two to wn s’ 
trash.”

Since ma ny newspa pers, pa rticula rly tho se with mo no po ly po sitio ns 
in middle-sized cities, co ntinue to ea rn v ery la rg e pro fits, ma ny 
publishers ha v e no t felt it necessa ry to do a ny thing in the fa ce o f this 
fa ll o ff in g o o d will, trust a nd rea dership. A lesser number ha v e 
understo o d tha t the sa me thing ca n ha ppen to them a s ha ppened to 
tha t o ther g lo rio us 19th century institutio n. The Pennsy lv a nia Ra il­ 
ro a d. 
Some h ave tried to stop th e erosion by 
setting up wh at th e trade calls an op-ed 
page; th at is, a page opposite th eir edito­ 
rial page wh ich is supposed to carry 
opinion pieces reflecting th e left-righ t 
continuum of American politics. Th ey 
h aven’t worked very well. In part th is is 
because th e recruitment and reward sy s­ 
tem of th e industry filters out all but th e 
middle-of-th e-road plodder. One of th e 
golden distinctions of th e American news­ 
paper business is th at from Ernest Hem­ 
ingway to Tom Wolfe and Jimmy Breslin 
th e industry h asn’t been able to or even 
wanted to h old its beet writing talents. 
Wh ile future reader , i.e. y ounger, 
college-educated people, seem to be mov­ 
ing ev r leftward, th e daily press is 
blundering off in th e oth er direction. 
Natural predilections for reactionary poli­ 
tics aside, one of th e reasons for th is is 
th at righ t wingers keep up a dire tattoo 
of criticism on th e media. Having given 
up h ope on finding wh at it wants from th e 
press, th e left does not. Instead, and th is 
is much more ominous, it starts its own 
publications. Th e h ippie underground 
press of seven or eigh t y ears ago h as’t died 
out. It’s now “th e alternate media" and, 
as such , it can be found in literally scores 
of American cities, slowly growing and 
sometimes impressively prospering. 
Th e common response of big-time, 
straigh t journalism, print or broadcast, is 
to tell th e public it’s wrong. Th e line is 
th at we,re giving y ou unbiased, accurate, 
down-th e-middle news, and if y ou don't 
like it th ere’s someth ing wrong with y ou. 
To make th is position believable some 
papers h ave instituted ombudsmen. Th is 
tribune-of-th e-people is supposed to cor­ 
rect inaccuracies, error and unfairnesses. 
Wh at 
th e 
ombudsmen 
can’t 
do is 
ch allenge th e unstated, often unconscious 
political premises upon wh ich even th 
straigh test and th e fairest daily news­ 
paper selects and presents its news. Th e 
New 
York 
Times 
still 
treats 
any 
statement by any h ead of th e CIA as 
truth ful until it secures legal proof to th e 
contrary . Th e alternate press treats any 
statement by any h ead of th e CIA as a lie 
until it secures legal proof to th e contrary . 
Ombudsmen cannot reconcile th at sort 


of difference, no more th an th ey can deal 
with th e act th at th e array of bankers, 
psy ch iatrists, h istorians and wise old 
sages used as experts and auth ority fig­ 
ures in th e straigh t press are repudiated 
by th e millions wh o don’t sh are th e values 
of Th e Los Angeles Times, th e Wash ing­ 
ton Post or th e Natio.al Broadcasting 
Company . 
Sometimes th e press lords eith er don’t 
want to pop for an ombudsperson’s salary 
or th ey 're just too impatient, so th ey 
argue with th eir public. Th e most fre­ 
q uent argument is th e one th at goes, 
don’t blame us, we don’t make th e bad 
news, we only bring it to y ou. But if y ou 
don’t sh oot th e messenger, wh o sh ould 
y ou sh oot? Th e messenger defines th e 
news, selects th e bad tidings and presents 
it in a way th at conforms to h is own 
political values. (Th is last is called “news 
judgment" by th e people wh o work over­ 
time try ing to convince us th at journalism 
is some sort of value-free profession akin 
to inorganic ch emistry .) 
People sh oot th e messenger, not be­ 
cause of th e bad news, but because of th e 
way h e presents it. People love bad news. 
Take Th e Spotligh t, a righ t-wing weekly 
publication with 10io,(X)O press run. It’s 
loaded with bad news - Castro’s troops 
landing in Panama, th e onward trium­ 
ph ant march of unch ecked crime, th e 
latest measurement on th e last six inch es 
socialism h as just crept - and one ven­ 
tures to say Th e Spotligh t’s readers 
sch lurp up every word of it. Th e same 
th ing h olds with th e left alternate press 
- more CIA faux pas, new discoveries on 
th e JFK assassination, y et anoth er mari­ 
juana marty r, th e latest corporate piggery 
committed against th environment. It’s 
terrible but it’s exh ilarating. 
News wh ich isn’t presented in con­ 
formity with people’s biases is received as 
argument. Television, wh ich th e survey s 
say people h ave greater confidence in, h as 
found an easy way out of th is dilemma. 
It gives news in su h an elliptical and 
abbreviated form - name, date and 
number of fatalities - th at it makes no 
sense wh atsoever. Newspapers migh t con­ 
sider doing th at, or th ey could print th e 
classified ads on th e front page.

Th e sun was as h ot and silent as th e 
city . We drove th e rented car down th e 
rutted roads from Petionville, th e little 
girls in th e back seat big-ey ed under th eir 
sailor h ats. Th e natives of Haiti were so 
poor th ey couldn’t even afford to feel 
sorry for th emselves. 


President-for-life Francois "Papa Doc” 
Duvalier was in h is office, a grinning 
gnome in sunglasses. We drove around 
th e Wh ite House, noting th e canvas- 
covered mach ine guns h idden in th e 
poincianas and th e oleanders. Duvalier 
was not a man to trifle with , and I 
couldn’t figure wh y I was trifling with 
h im. 
All over Haiti people wh o didn’t h ave 
th e strength to stand up were being sh ot 
down for th inking. I tried to stop th ink­ 
ing, because I knew th at Papa Doc h ad 
a melanch oly regard for all foreigners, 
especially th os wh o came to look upon h is 
sanctified face and th ink bad th ough ts. 
I told th e girls to sit in th e car. Kelly 
and I took th e tape mach ine past th e h uge 
grim men wh o stood in every doorway 
with th eir automatics in th e “on” posi­ 
tion. 
Papa Doc sat in a small cool office. He 
looked like Doctor No. We sh ook h ands as 


th e guards dropped th eirs on th eir guns. 
Too late I found th at it is h ealth y if a 
dictator distrusts y ou. You get away with 
no information, but y ou manage to get 
h ome with th e proper number of fingers 
and toes and arms and legs. 
My luck - th e old man fell in love with 
me. He said h e knew I was a friend of 
Haiti. And, as Haiti was h is personal 
farm, th at made me a friend of Doc. He 
sat, a pale ch ocolate moon with fingertips 
touch ing and untouch ing in front of h is 
face. 
He answered dozens of q uestions, in­ 
cluding th e fact th at h is nation was so 
poor th at it migh t be considered th e 
lavatory of th e Western world. Years 
before, h e h ad out-voodooed th e 
voodooers by bringing in penicillin and 
curing th e natives of th eir ch ronic desire 
for food. 
Haiti was poor, h e said, because th e 
U.S. State Department refused to lend 
money . Refuse is a bad word. America 
would lend, but it would not permit Doc 
to spend it.

He has long 
wanted McGov ern to get rid of 
ind efatigable left-wing politi­ 
cal operativ e Alan Bamn as hi« 
press secretary . The other d is­ 
missed McGov ern aid e, legis 
lativ e assistant Jack Qu inn, 
was the v ictim of shrapnel 
from the d irect hit on Baron. 
B a ron ’s a b se nc e from 
McGov ern's 
pay roll 
cannot 
make the slightest d ifference 
to Carter’s highly probable 
nomination. 
What matters is th at the 
incid ent 
tend « 
to 
su pport 
claims by Carter's old enemies 
back in Georgia that his ad ­ 
m irable intelligence, d is­ 
cipline and d ed ication are ac­ 
companied by v ind ictiv eness 
ex traord inary ev en for a politi­ 
cian. 
This 
wa« d isplay ed 
two 
weeks earlier when objections 
from Carter cau sed an old 
Georgia political foe, former 
Gov . Carl Sand ers, to qu it a 
seat on the national platform 
committee. Althou gh Sand ers 
cou ld not d o Carter any d am­ 
age tod ay , he is at least a peer 
who lost the bru tal 197 0 cam­ 
paign for gov ernor to Carter. 
Alan Baron, 32, is bu t an 
obscu re staff-lev el operativ e. 
Nev ertheless, his 
persistent 
y ear long opposition has in­ 
flamed Carter’s wrath all ou t 
of proportion to B aron’s 


meager effectiv eness. The irra­ 
tionality makes the reaction 
all the more d istu rbing, 
Baron began to su spect that 
Carter was making trou ble for 
him late in March when Sen. 
McGov ern called him in for a 
heart-to-heart chat. McGov ­ 
ern rev ealed that his former 
campaign manager. Sen. Gary 
Hart of Colorad o, had ad v ised 
that Baron was too far to the 
left for McGov ern’s image (ad ­ 
v ice d enied to u s by Hart). 
To Baron, it was more than 
coincid ental that this followed 
two ev ents: first, Baron u rging 
liberals to d issu ad e Hart from 
end orsing C arter; second . 
Baron pu blicly qu oting Mc­ 
G ov ern as say ing C artel 
sou ght to be his ru nning-male 
in 197 2, a d irect contrad iction 
of Carter's d isav owal. 
When Baron told friend * 
that he was No. 1 on Carter’s 
enemy list, it seemed boastfu l 
ex aggeration. Bu t confirma­ 
tion came from Jimmy Carter. 
C ontacted in New York, 
Carter called Baron one of hi* 
bitterest political enemies. A 
few d ay s u fter McGov ern’s 
h e a rt-to-h e a rt ch at with 
Baron, Carter told a reporter 
he wu s confid ent McGov ern 
wou ld warn fire Baron. 
It d id not happen that soon, 
bu t liberals close to McGov ern 
consid ered Baron a cooked 
goose — not tor lack of com­ 
petency and not for lu ck of 
compatability with McGov ­ 
ern. The Carter jieople were 
pressu ring George, 
one Mc- 
Gov ernite ex plained to u s. 
The Carter camp was ou t­ 
raged by recent news accou nts 
of the two McGov ern aid es 
attend ing two 
not-so-secret 
meetings of the spu ttering 
stop-Carter coalition (one held 
in Baron’s Washington apart­ 
ment). The last « frnw was 
Baron being qu oted in the New 


York Times of Su nd ay , May 
30, calling Carter a positiv e 
ev il, su rrou nd ed by a staff 
committed to no id eals, like 
Hald eman and Khrlichman 
That night McGov ern tele­ 
phoned Baron in Clev eland , 
where he was helping Hep. 
M orris U d ell's cam paign 
against Carter in the Ohio 
prim ary . M cGov ern told 
Baron there was a fire storm 
of protests against his and 
Jack Qu inn's participation in 
the stop-Carter coalition, he 
wou ld hav e to fire Qu inn. 
Baron obtained McGov ern’s 
promise, howev er, not to d o 
any thing u ntil they all met in 
Washington the nex t d ay . Me 
morial Day . 
Whatev er the ex planation, 
howev er, by the time Baron 
and Qu inn (also campaigning 
for Ud all in Clev eland ) re 
tu rned to Washington, Mc­ 
Gov ern had annou nced pu blic­ 
ly that both were sacked . Mc­ 
Gov ern ex plained to Qu inn, 
27 , who had left the faction- 


torn Ud all campaign to join 
McGov ern's staff two weeks 
earlier, he had u nd ergone tre­ 
mend ou s pressu re. 
Baron asked McGov ern 
whether Carter had talked to 
him abou t this; McGov ern re­ 
fu sed to say . When Baron said 
he wou ld hav e to pu blicly re- 
spond , McGov ern replied lac 
cord ing to Baron): 
Do it, 
Alan. Personally , I think that 
Carter is a d angerou s man. 
While not remembering u se of 
the word 
d angerou s, 
Mc­ 
Gov ern told u s he is ind eed 
concerned with the prospect of 
Carter as Presid ent. 
Why , then, wou ld McGov ern 
fire two assistants, withou t 
warning, for opjmsing the can 
d id ate he opposes? His ex ­ 
planation to u s, d eny ing any 


pressu re from Carter, that he 
cou ld not tolerate staffers pu b­ 
licly inv olv ed in a stop-Carter 
mov ement, encou nters wid e­ 
spread d isbelief among Demo­ 
cratic politicians. They hav e 
no d ou bt, if no proof, of pres­ 
su re set u p by the Carter cam­ 
paign. 
With Baron and Qu inn re­ 
tu rning to Clev eland for the 
end of Uriah's Ohio campaign, 
their [H’rsonal misfortu ne will 
not affect Jimmy Carter's re 
lentless d riv e for the nomi­ 
nation 
Bu t it has cau sed shu d d ers 
among Democratic politicians 
as they v iew in their pnwpec- 
tiv e 
lead er 
an 
implacable 
hostility to any opposition - a 
character trait all too familiar

WASHINGTON (UPI)-~ 
Most Washington observ ers 
seem to agree th at nothing 
comes closer to achiev ing 
immortality than a fed eral 
program. The "birth rate" 
in gov ernment agencies 
keeps climbing while the 
"d eath rate" remains min­ 
imal. 
New su pport 
for this 
thesis has been prov id ed by 
Herbert Kau fman, a senior 
fellow at the Brookings In­ 
stitu tion, who has com­ 
pleted an ex hau stiv e stu d y 
on the longev ity of hu n­ 
d red s of gov ernment agen­ 
cies. 
Kau fman has pu t his fin­ 
d ings into a new book en­ 
titled , "Are Gov ernment 
Organizations Immortal?” 
pu blished by the Brookings 
organization. 
He fou nd , for ex ample, 
that of 175 u nits of gov ern- 


ment ex isting in 1923, 148 
or nearly 85 per cent were 
still going in 197 3. 
And while 27 agencies 
had been terminated , 24 8 
new gov ernmental bod ies 
had been created 
If the present birth rnte 
continu es, he say s, its going 
to be ev en worse 51) y ears 
from now. 
A pply ing th e sam e 
growth ratio from his 1923- 
197 3 sampling, 
Kau fman 
say s that the same sample 
in the y ear 2023 wou ld con­ 
sist of 888 agencies, inclu d ­ 
ing 333 su rv iv ors from 197 3 
and 554 new agencies born 
in the ensu ing fiv e d ecad es. 
Ev en u nd er a more 
m od est grow th ra te , 
Kau fman’s sampling wou ld 
grow by 37 0 agencies which 
wou ld prod u ce a total of 7 03 
u nits when combined with 
333 carry ov ers from 197 3. 


"The impressiv e ability 
of agencies to stay aliv e 
once th ey h av e been 
lau nched is not mere con­ 
jectu re,” Kau fman writes, 
noting that in most of the 
27 d eaths in his sampling, 
"the activ ities were not ter­ 
minated ; 
they were 
re­ 
assigned or taken u p by 
other u nits, for the most 
part." 
Kau fman fou nd , in fact, 
that "as a general ru le, once 
a serv ice or program gets 
started , it seems to con­ 
tinu e thereafter, ju st as 
c onv e ntiona l w isd om 
hold s.” 
Unfortu nately , he say s 
that d espite rising criticism 
ov er the size and ex pense of 
ou r fed eral gov ernment, no 
one has been able to come 
u p with a solu tion to effec­ 
tiv ely cu rb the growing bu ­ 
reau cracy .

K IN G S TO N - Re s e rv is ts 
and National Guard members 
are advised by Don Moore, 
state veteran counselor, New 
York State Division of Veter­ 
ans Affairs, that it is not nec­ 
essary to use vacation time to 
fulfill their military obligation 
at summer training encamp­ 
ments or cruises. 
The counselor said, an em­ 
ployer is bound by law to grant 
the necessary leave to an em­ 
ploye in order that he may 
perform his duty as a reservist 
or guardsman. 
A reservist or guardsman 
must file a written request 
with his employer for leave for 
military training, setting forth 
the inclusive dates. The re­ 
quest must be signed. 
An employer, it was pointed 
out, cannot force an employe 
to take his vacation time coin­ 
cident with the military train­ 
ing period. 
As to payment of wages

Th e h ospital, part of th e 110- 
y ear-old A m erican-fou nd ed 
u niv ersity and probably th e 
best in th e Mid d le East, h as 
been h ard h it by 14 month s of 
war. It is ru nning with only 50 
per cent of its ph y sicians and 


40 per cent of its nu rsing staff 
— th e rest h av e fled or liv e on 
th e wrong sid e of th e battle 
lines. 
It faces a $3.5 million d eficit, 
becau se th e lu crativ e treat­ 
ment of wealth y priv ate pa­ 
tients h as d iminish ed as th e 
ind igent v ictims of war flood 
in. 
Many of th e d octors h av en’t 
been 
paid 
since 
Febru ary , 
Su pplies are ru nning low; ox - 
v gfcn mu st be tru cked in from 
Damascu s, and more th an one 
sh ipment h as d isappeared en 
rou te 
Bu t Asper insists on treating 
ev ery emergency case th at 
comes to th e d oor — be it a 
Moslem or Ch ristian v ictim — 
wh ile keeping u p good rela­ 
tions with th e leftist gu nmen 
wh o ru le th e western sector’s 
street*. 
“ In a n oth e r h os p ita l, 
gu nmen from one faction went 
in wh ile a patient was on th e

Since th en, h e 
say s with a ru efu l grin, h e’s 
h ad abou t 10 y ears of ex ­ 
perience. 
"I h ad sev en major cases 
th at nigh t — cases of all kind s, 
bu t all sh rapnel wou nd s. Brain 
d amage, abd ominal inju ries, 
fra c tu re d arteries, broken 
b ones a nd one ru ptu re d 
spleen," Tabbal said . 
"We h ad one case of a man 
wh ose h eart h ad been h it by 
sh rapnel. One v entricle h ad 
been tom , wh ich is v ery rare 
and alway s critical. We went 
in, took ou t th e fragments of 
sh rapnel 
and 
repaired 
h is 
h eart. 
"Th en, sev eral h ou rs after 
th e operation, a nu rse noticed 
th at one of th e patient's legs 
was tu rning black. A small 
piece of sh rapnel h ad gone into 
th e h eart and entered th e 
blood sy stem before we oper­ 
ated . It finally blocked th e 
femoral artery , wh ich is wh ere 
we fou nd it." 


Tabbal h as worked th e last 
th ree m onth s with ou t seeing a 
pay ch eck. He liv es in th e h os­ 
pital — h is family ’s h ome is 
across th e lines, in th e Ch ris­ 
tian su bu rb of Ash rafiy eh , and 
too d angerou s to v isit. 
"I’v e lost th e h abit of leav ing 
th e bu ild ing," h e smiled . 
Bu t 
streaks of gray 
ru n 
th rou gh th e y ou ng d octor's 
h air, and h e h as finally d e­ 
cid ed to leav e Beiru t, probably 
to practice 
in th e 
United 
States 
"I am v ery patriotic,” T ab ­ 
bal ex plained , fatigu e in h is 
v oice. "I wou ld lov e to stay in 
th is cou ntry . Bu t th e war looks 
like it's nev er going to finish ." 
Losing 
talented 
su rgeons 
like Nicola Tabbal is only one 
of Dr. Asper's worries. Th e 
U.S. gov ernment h a* airlifted 
abou t $1 million in su pplies to 
h ospitals in Lebanon, bu t th e 
prices of v ital commod ities 
su ch as ox y gen and fu el are 
spiraling. 
If 
th e 
financial 
squ eeze gets any worse, Asper 
said , h e may h av e to close 
some wings and u se fewer of 
th e 37 0 bed s now av ailable. 
Bu t h e v ows h e’ll nev er sh u t 
h is d oors. 
"How can y ou close d own a 
h ospital like th is?” h e asked . 
"Wh ere are y ou going to pu t 
th e sold iers recov ering from 
su rgery ? W h at are y ou going to 
d o with th e babies in th e nu rs­ 
ery 0 We may h av e to ask th e 
wh ole staff to work with ou t 
pay — many of th em h av en’t 
been paid for month s any way 
— bu t we'll keep going some­ 
h ow.”

MONTREAL (UPI) - Su p erstar de- 
fenseman Bobby Orr p lotted his fu tu re 
cou rse today , considering a new start with 
the Chicago Black Hawk s or p ermanent 
retirement from hock ey after a sensation­ 
al 10-y ear career with the Boston Bru ins. 


Orr, the most decorated p lay er in N a­ 
tional Hock ey Leagu e history , faced an­ 
other ex amination of his left k nee today 
and the diagnosis will determine his 
fu tu re. Orr u nderwent a fou rth and fifth 
k nee op eration in 1975 and sat ou t all bu t 
10 games last season. 


“He may need a six th op eration and he 
may nev er p lay hock ey again,” Orr’s 
agent, Toronto Lawy er Alan Eagleson, 
told rep orters attending the annu al NHL 
meetings Tu esday . 


Eagleson said Orr’s decision wou ld lik e­ 
ly be annou nced today . 
Eagleson said earlier this week that Orr 
had three op tions —joining the Hawk s, 
the St. Lou is Blu es or a going into a one- 
y ear retirement. He said the decision now 
is whether to sign with Chicago or retire 
from hock ey for good. 


“One thing is for su re,” Eagleson said 
Tu esday , "Bobby will not go back and 
p lay for Boston Bru ins. If he does come 
into the NHL nex t season it will be with 
the Chicago Black Hawk s. Bu t there are 
so many considerations inv olv ed.” 


Eagleson said rep resentativ es of the 
Bru ins and Hawk s met for some three 
hou rs Tu esday discu ssing the p ossibility 
of Chicago p ay ing Boston some com­ 
p ensation if they reach a contract agree­ 
ment with Orr. 


“I don’t want to k eep the su sp ense 
going for mu ch longer. I don’t want to 
k eep p ostp oning it, bu t I hav e no choice,” 
Eagleson said. 


“I hop e to be able to hav e a final answer 
for y ou (today ). If negotiations are not 
consu mmated and if Bobby does hav e to 
be admitted to hosp ital in Toronto he will 
p robably annou nce his retirement... 
"At this p oint I am not p ermitted to 
annou nce any thing else on the su bject 
becau se any thing I might add may 
jeop ardize the negotiations between the 
Bru ins and the Black Hawk s. 


Chicago has offered Orr a $3 million, 
fiv e-y ear contract. Chicago p resident Bill 
Wirtz has said he wants the 31-y earold 
defenseman “no matter what the cost.” 


The Blu es were among the top bidders 
for Orr. St. Lou is General Manager Emile 
Francis met with Eagleson Monday night 
to detail their final offer. It was ap p arent­ 
ly not good enou gh, howev er, as Eagleson 
made no mention of the Blu es Tu esday . 
The St. Lou is offer was not disclosed. 


Orr’s 10-y ear career with the Bru ins was 
ou tstanding. He won an NHL record 16 
indiv idu al awards, inclu ding eight James 
Norris Memorial Trop hy s as the top 
defenseman in the leagu e. He has also 
won two Art Ross Trop hy s, the only NHL 
defenseman ev er to win the leagu e scoring 
champ ionship , as well as the Calder 
Memorial Trop hy as the top rook ie in his 
first season in 196 6 -6 7 . 


He’s a three time winner of the Hart 
Trop hy as most v alu able p lay er and twice 
won the Conn Smy the Trop hy as the most 
v alu able p lay er in the p lay offs.

Democratic Presidential Nomination Is Sewn Up, Carter Claims 
Carter Wins Big; Ford Lead Still Narrow 


(By UPI) 


Jimmy Carter was poised today at the 


brink of a first ballot Democratic nomi- 
nation for president, and President Ford 
narrowly led Ronald Reagan in the still 
close Republican race. 


Carter, who said today he can pick up 


the remaining 373 delegates he needs 
without promising anything to anybody, 
apparently is getting the support of such 
party stalwarts as Chicago Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley and George Wallace, whose 
quest for the nomination Carter shattered 
in Florida and North Carolina three 
months ago. 


As California, Ohio and New Jersey 


cleaned up vote counting from the last of 
the 32 bicentennial year primaries Tues- 
day, Carter had 1,122 delegates according 
to UPFs count — he claimed more than 
1,250 — and Ford had 914 of the 1,130 
required for the GOP nomination. Reagan 
had 857 with another 203 uncommitted. 


Carter said today he had been in con- 


tact with Daley, Wallace and other de- 
feated candidates. He refused comment 
on whether he discussed Wallace's 168 
delegates, an indication they are likely to 


_ swing over to him. 


Daley, who controls at least 86 of 


Illinois' delegates, said of Carter before 
the results were in, "If he wins in Ohio, 
he'll walk in under his own power. He'll 
be the candidate." Daley, long a party 
kingmaker, also ended any speculation he 
might back Hubert Humphrey — who has 
promised another reassessment of his 


noncandidacy — by saying, "Our party 
isn't in bad enough shape to have to go 
to someone and demand him and draft 
him." 


Carter with a big victory in Ohio, was 


almost 800 delegates ahead of the closest 
Democrat, even though he was swamped 
by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. in Califor- 


nia and lost to an uncommitted elate 
backing Brown and Humphrey in New 
Jersey. 


Asked what he was prepared to give 


other candidates in return for support of 
their delegates, Carter said: "I don't 
believe I would have to promise anything 
at all. We have a close enough number

now to acquire 1,505 so that the natural 
inclination of their delegates will be to 
come to me. So I don't envision having to 
do anything at all." 


He also said he talked with his most 


bitter foe in the primaries, Morris Udall, 
and said they pledged each other their 
"continued friendship and exchange of 
ideas on issues." Udall of Arizona and 
Sen. Frank Church of Idaho, whipped in 
Ohio, all but conceded the nomination to 
Carter, but Brown declared he had cap- 
tured the momentum and said "I think 
we can win this thing." 


The Democrats had more than 450 


uncommitted delegates and a number of 
small blocs held by inactive and defunct 
candidates. There still are about 135 
delegates left to be selected by caucus 
and convention by the end of June. 


Here was the state-by-state summary of 


Tuesday's voting at 8:45 a.m. EOT: 


— California: Reagan was drubbing 


Ford 1,333,566 to 711,864 — 65 to 35 per 
cent — with 90 per cent of the precincts 
counted. Reagan won all 167 GOP dele- 
gates. Brown had 1,831,156, or 59 per 
cent, to Carter's 633,811 votes, or 20 per 
cent. Brown also led in delegates 204 to 
67. 


— Ohio: With 89 per cent of the 


precincts counted, Ford led Reagan 
471,582 to 380,784 — 55 to 45 per cent In 
the race for the state's 97 GOP delegates, 
Ford had 91, Reagan 6. Carter over- 
whelmed his liberal opposition, getting 
535,970 to 291,291 for Udall and 144,553

— New Jersey: Ford was unopposed in 


the popular vote, and although the state's 
67 GOP delegates are officially uncom- 
mitted, the President is expected to get 


most of them. With 97 per cent of the 
precincts counted, Carter ran away with 
57 per cent of the popular vote, getting 
199,805 to 67,209 for Church. But a slate 
of uncommitteds favorable to Brown and 
Humphrey got 75 delegates chosen, 
Carter only 25.

As County Standardbearer

prises and no contests at Tuesday night's 
unofficial convention of the Ulster Coun- 
ty Republican party.

The GOP was in I perfect harmony but 


there was every [indication that the 
party's rallying point at the polls this year 
will hinge on the contest for assemblyman 
in the 101st district. 


Republicans last'nigty named Ellen- 


ville garment manufacturer Maurice A. 
Rosenstock, a long-fime Wawarsing com- 
raitteeman and short term town justice, 
for the run against incumbent Democrat 
Maurice Hinchey in the Assembly district 
covering most of Ulster County. 


Accepting the endorsement, Rosenstock 


said he would work for "the economic 
renewal of Ulster County and a reassess- 
ment of the welfare system." He said 
Hinchey had made Ulster "a sixth 
borough of New York City" with a voting 
record more favorable to the metropolitan 
area than to this county. 


The convention tapped Kingston stock 


investment executive Harold E. Finkle as 
candidate for county treasurer to succeed 


Fred DuBois, who is retiring this year 
after 18 years in office. 


Finkle tossed his hat in the ring only 


last weekend after county legislator C. 
Freeman Lasher of Saugerties, regarded 
as the front runner, withdrew because 
GOP strategists feared the legislature 
seat he would have to relinquish would go 
to a Democrat through appointment by 
Gov. Hugh L. Carey. 


Also getting the nod for county office 


was Philip Rock, 35-year-old Kerhonkson 
mortician. He was endorsed as candidate 
for county coroner to replace Arthur C 
Chipp, who has announced his retirement 
after long service. 


On the state and national level, Ulster

Woodstock's budget for garbage dis-

Heavy Fighting Spreads 
To the Beirut Airport

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian tanks 


and artillery pounded leftist positions east and 
south of Beirut today and heavy fighting spread 
to Beirut airport, where pro-Syrian forces bat- 
tled Palestinian guerrillas for control of a 
strategic entrance to the besieged capital.

(In Cairo, an emergency conference of Arab 


foreign ministers decided early today to send a 
token joint Arab peace-keeping force to Leba- 
non. They also agreed to send to send a four- 
man mediation team to both Beirut and Da- 
mascus.) 


Leftist forces denied reports that Syrian 


troops in the mountains 15 miles east of the city 
had broken through leftist lines and reached the 
southern outskirts of Beirut. 


But heavy fighting with rockets, mortars and 


artillery was reported around the airport road 
and city sports stadium as Palestinians battled 
pro-Syrian Saiqa guerrillas attempting to se- 
cure the southern approaches to Beirut in 
preparation for a Syrian advance. 


Shells fell throughout the night on most 


sectors of the city, which was in a state of siege. 


A military communique issued by one of the 


rival militias described the night as "a living 
hell." 


The capital was virtually cut off from the rest 


of the world, with its airport closed, electrical 
power and most communications cut and sup- 
plies of water, bread and gasoline nearly ex- 
hausted. 


There were repeated reports that a cease-fire, 


arranged through the mediation of Libyan 
Premier Maj. Abdel Salam Jalloud, who arrived 
in Beirut Tuesday night, wa» near. 


But there was no sign of one taking hold 


either in Beirut, the mountains to the east or 
30 miles south at Sidon, where leftist forces 
pinned down two Syrian armored columns 
trying to secure the coastal road to Beirut. 


A peace delegation including Jalloud, Alger- 


ian Minister of Education Abdel Karim 
Mahmoud, Syrian Air Force Commander Maj. 
Gen. Naji Jamil and other senior Palestinian 
guerrilla leaders was reported pinned down at 
Beirut airport, unable to reach the city because 
of the heavy fighting.

Sidesteps the Law 
For His Death Wish 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Oil billionaire J. Paul Getty never 


saw his lavish museum on the sea-side bluffs of Malibu where 
he grew up as a boy, but to it he willed the lion's share of his 
estate. 


Getty, 83, reputed to be one of the world's richest men, died 


Sunday at his estate outside London. But until his will was 
filed for probate Tuesday, it was thought a California law would 
prevent his burial on his private Malibu ranch. 


The publicity-shy oil tycoon, in his will elaborately described 


his burial plans, which cleverly sidestepped a law prohibiting 
interment on private land. 


First, he made arrangements to have his executors set aside 


a one-acre cemetery on his 65-acre Malibu ranch. On it would 
be build "a suitable small, marble mausoleum" as his last 
resting place and those of his decendants. 


Aware of the law restricting burial on private land, Getty told 


his executors "to cause a cemetery corporation to be formed 
pursuant to the laws of the state of California." 


The will was dated Sept. 22, 1958 and had 21 codicils, the 


latest dated March 11, 1976. Although it fails to break down 
his exact worth, Getty's personal wealth has been estimated 
at $1 billion and the family is reputed to be worth S10 to $20 
billion. 


A casket containing the billionaire's remains was received by 


Getty Oil Co. executives at Los Angeles International Airport 
Tuesday evening. The expensive wood casket exited a rear door 
of a huge Boeing 747 airfreighter and was immediately loaded 
into a waiting hearse and taken 30 miles to Forest Lawn 
Glendale.

SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) 


— Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger says U.S. relations 
with Chile will remain 
strained as long as Chile con- 
tinues to persecute political 
prisoners. 


In a speech labeled "ex- 


traordinary" by one U.S. of- 
ficial, the secretary — singling 
out Chile and Cuba — Tues- 
day told the General Assembly 
of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States that "respect for 
the dignity of man is declining 
in too many countries of the 
hemisphere." 


The statement was based on 


the report of the Human 
Rights Commission of the 
OAS, which accused the mili- 
tary regime of President 
Augusto Pinochet of the execu- 
tion and torture of its political 
opponents. 


The Pinochet government 


took power after overthrowing 
President Salvador Allende in 
1973. 


The human rights report has 


not been released officially, 
but its contents have 
circulated among OAS dele- 
gates. 


Referring to the findings of 


the report, Kissinger said the 
human rights situation in 
Chile "has impaired our rela- 
tionship with Chile and will 
continue to do so." 


"The cause of human digni- 


ty is not served by those who 
hypocritically manipulate 
concerns with human rights to 
further their political prefer- 
ence, nor by those who single 
out for human rights condem-

Breitel Finds Mandatory Sentencings 'Barbaric' 


ALBANY (UPI) - Execu- 


tion of the mandatory sentenc- 
ing provisions in the state's 
drug laws are "unconscionable 
and barbaric" says the state's 
highest judge. 


Court 
of Appeals Chief 


Judge Charles Breitel used the 
words Tuesday in a sharply 
worded dissent from a 4-3 ma- 
jority opinion in which the 
high court upheld a 15-years- 
to-life sentence imposed on a 


"mill hand" swept up in a 
heroin drug raid. 


In the drug case, the court 


ruled legal the the 15-years-to- 
life sentence imposed on Win- 
nie Jones of The Bronx, a "mill 
hand" in a large scale heroin 
packaging and distribution op- 
eration. 


Breitel, however, wrote in 


his dissent that "the man- 
datory sentence of life im- 
prisonment, 
really 
lifetime 


parole, imposed in this case is 
unconscionable and barbaric 
because of the gross inequality 
of treatment of like persons 
involved in identical crime." 


Ms. Jones, 37, protested that 


her sentence was much more 
severe than meted out to 12 
other persons arrested at the 
same time and initially 
charged with the same charge 
— criminal possession of a 
dangerous drug in the first 


degree. 


The other 12 pleaded guilty 


to reduced charges and were 
given lesser sentences and Ms. 
Jones argued that the stiffer 
sentence given her amounted 
to "cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment." 


The majority held, however, 


that the sentence itself was 
legal and thus not cruel and 
unusual, noting, "It cannot be 
said that the sentence in this 


case was so grossly dispropor- 
tionate to the offense as to 
amount 
to an 
unconstitu- 


tionally cruel and unusual 
punishment." 


In 
his dissent, however, 


Breitel noted that the sentenc- 
ing court "against its cons- 
cience and judgement, but be- 
cause it was mandated by stat- 
ute," sentenced Ms. Jones to 
life imprisonment with a min- 
imum term of 15 vears

Who's Reading Us? 


If you get to read this column, please give the editor of your 


newspaper credit for a couple of Brownie points. It contains a few ifacts 
and two or three thoughts which many editors would just as soon you 
didn't dwell on. Indeed, they'd rather not think about them either. 


Sad fact number one is that it has been 26 years since total national 


newspaper circulation has kept proportionate pace with population 
growth. Sad fact number two is that total circulation dropped not 
proportionately but absolutely in 1974 and '75. Two years doesn't make 
a trend, not even in this hyperthyroid industry, and average weekly 
sale of 60 million papers will still take care of the toilet needs of a 
lot of parakeets, but these are, nevertheless, not the kind of numbers 
to encourage the fat-headed, traditionalist complacency that is very, 
very occasionally, if unjustly, associated with daily print journalism. 


Sad fact number three is that all signs, surveys and portents show 


that you good readers are continuing to withdraw your trust and 
confidence in us not-always-so-good newspaper writers. 


Since many newspapers, particularly those with monopoly positions 


in middle-sized cities, continue to earn very large profits, many 
publishers have not felt it necessary to do anything in the face of this 
fall off in good will, trust and readership. A lesser number have 
understood that the same thing can happen to them as happened to 
that other glorious 19th century institution, The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. 


Some have tried to stop the erosion by 


setting up what the trade calls an op-ed 
page; that is, a page opposite their edito- 
rial page which is supposed to carry 
opinion pieces reflecting the left-right 
continuum of American politics. They 
haven't worked very well. In part this is 
because the recruitment and reward sys- 
tem of the industry filters out all but the 
middle-of-the-road plodder. One of the 
golden distinctions of the American news- 
paper business is that from Ernest Hem- 
ingway to Tom Wolfe and Jimmy Breslin 
the industry hasn't been able to or even 
wanted to hold its best writing talents. 


While future reader , i.e. younger, 


college-educated people, seem to be mov- 
ing ev r leftward, the daily press is 
blundering off in the other direction. 
Natural predilections for reactionary poli- 
tics aside, one of the reasons for this is 
that right wingers keep up a dire tattoo 
of criticism on the media. Having given 
up hope on finding what it wants from the 
press, the left does not. Instead, and this 
is much more ominous, it starts its own 
publications. The hippie underground 
press of seven or eight years ago has't died 
out. It's now "the alternate media" and, 
as such, it can be found in literally scores 
of American cities, slowly growing and 
sometimes impressively prospering. 


The common response of big-time, 


straight journalism, print or broadcast, is 
to tell the public it's wrong. The line is 
that we.re giving you unbiased, accurate, 
down-the-middle news, and if you don't 
like it there's something wrong with you. 


To make this position believable some 


papers have instituted ombudsmen. This 
tribune-of-the-people is supposed to cor- 
rect inaccuracies, error and unfairnesses. 
What 
the 
ombudsmen can't do is 


challenge the unstated, often unconscious 
political premises upon which even th 
straightest and the fairest daily news- 
paper selects and presents its news. The 
New 
York 
Times 
still 
treats 
any 


statement by any head of the CIA as 
truthful until it secures legal proof to the 
contrary. The alternate press treats any 
statement by any head of the CIA as a lie 
until it secures legal proof to the contrary. 


Ombudsmen cannot reconcile that sort 


of difference, no more than they can deal 
with the act that the array of bankers, 
psychiatrists, historians and wise old 
sages used as experts and authority fig- 
ures in the straight press are repudiated 
by the millions who don't share the values 
of The Los Angeles Times, the Washing- 
ton Post or the Natio.al Broadcasting 
Company. 


Sometimes the press lords either don't 


want to pop for an ombudsperson's salary 
or they're just too impatient, so they 
argue with their public. The most fre- 
quent argument is the one that goes, 
don't blame us, we don't make the bad 
news, we only bring it to you. But if you 
don't shoot the messenger, who should 
you shoot? The messenger defines the 
news, selects the bad tidings and presents 
it in a way that conforms to his own 
political values. (This last is called "news 
judgment" by the people who work over- 
time trying to convince us that journalism 
is some sort of value-free profession akin 
to inorganic chemistry.) 


People shoot the messenger, not be- 


cause of the bad news, but because of the 
way he presents it. People love bad news. 
Take The Spotlight, a right-wing weekly 
publication with 100,000 press run. It's 
loaded with bad news - Castro's troops 
landing in Panama, the onward trium- 
phant march of unchecked crime, the 
latest measurement on the last six inches 
socialism has just crept - and one ven- 
tures to say The Spotlight's readers 
schlurp up every word of it. The same 
thing holds with the left alternate press 
- more CIA faux pas, new discoveries on 
the JFK assassination, yet another mari- 
juana martyr, the latest corporate piggery- 
committed against th environment. It's 
terrible but it's exhilarating. 


News which isn't presented in con- 


formity with people's biases is received as 
argument. Television, which the surveys 
say people have greater confidence in, has 
found an easy way out of this dilemma.. 
It gives news in su h an elliptical and 
abbreviated 
form - name, date and 


number of fatalities - that it makes no 
sense whatsoever. Newspapers might con- 
sider doing that, or they could print the 
classified ads on the front page.

The Big Phone Hang-up 


WASHINGTON — An epic battle over telephone equipment is 


raging in the backrooms of Congress/The brouhaha has brought the 
telephone industry's top brass, led by American Telephone and 
Telegraph chairman John deButts, to Capitol Hill for some stormy 
meetings.

At stake is the right of householders to buy their own telephone 


equipment instead of paying the phone companies. The Federal 
Communications Commission contends that the freedom to purchase 
would offer telephone users a better deal. But the companies warn that 
they would have to raise rates to make up for the revenue loss. 


The arguments are complicated, with legal and engineering entangle- 


ments. But it all boils down to the question of whether a telephone 
monopoly or increased competition will provide the customers with 
better service. 


Senators who have been caught up in the controversy say it should 


be one of the most important debates in congressional history. Here 
are the behind-the-scenes details:

We spoke to several AT&T executives 


who argued that their customers will lose 
if competition is forced on the industry. 
They said the Bell System loses money on 
every private home phone line but sub- 
sidizes the home service by offering spe- 
cialized equipment. If competitors are 
permitted to sell this equipment, said the 
phone men, then the rates will go up. 


But the FCC claims competition can

In Haiti, Papa Doc Is No 1 


The sun was as hot and silent as the 


city. We drove the rented car down the 
rutted roads from Petionville, the little 
girls in the back seat big-eyed under their 
sailor hats. The natives of Haiti were so 
poor they couldn't even afford to feel 
sorry for themselves. 


President-for-life Francois "Papa Doc" 


Duvalier was in his office, a grinning 
gnome in sunglasses. We drove around 
the White House, noting the canvas- 
covered machine guns hidden in the 
poincianas and the oleanders. Duvalier 
was not a man to trifle with," and I 
couldn't figure why I was trifling with 
him. 


All over Haiti people who didn't have 


the strength to stand up were being shot 
down for thinking. I tried to stop think- 
ing, because I knew that Papa Doc had 
a melancholy regard for all foreigners, 
especially thos who came to look upon his 
sanctified face and think bad thoughts. 


I told the girls to sit in the car. Kelly 


and I took the tape machine past the huge 
grim men who stood in every doorway 
with their automatics in the "on" posi- 
tion. 


Papa Doc sat in a small cool office. He 


looked like Doctor No. We »hook hands as 


the guards dropped theirs on their guns. 
Too late I found that it is healthy if a 
dictator distrusts you. You get away with 
no information, but you manage to get 
home with the proper number of fingers 
and toes and arms and legs. 


My luck - the old man fell in love with 


me. He said he knew I was a friend of 
Haiti. And, as Haiti was his personal 
farm, that made me a friend of Doc. He 
sat, a pale chocolate moon with fingertips 
touching and untouching in front of his 
face. 


He answered dozens of questions, in- 


cluding the fact that his nation was so 
poor that it might be considered the 
lavatory of the Western world. Years 
before, he had out-voodooed the 
voodooers by bringing in penicillin and 
curing the natives of their chronic desire 
for food. 


Haiti was poor, he said, because the 


U.S. State Department refused to lend 
money. Refuse is a bad word. America 
would lend, but it would not permit Doc 
to spend it. They had bad thoughts about 
the dictator. No one would give a nickel 
for the State Department if Doc went into 
a trance and wished a couple of wishes on 
Washington. 


My blunder occurred after the in- 


terview. "I would like to drive up the 
coast and see Cap-Haitien," I said. A 
mere nothing, he said, I could use hia 
personal bomber. No, I said, I would 
drive. The roads, he said patiently, had 
potholes this deep. Take the bomber. 


I have no fear of airplanes unless I am 


in them. I am very brave on the ground 
looking up. The Bishops were escorted to 
the airstrip. We pulled up beside the first 
twin-Beechcraft ever made. It was too old 
for a museum. 


The girls took a look and began to cry. 


I silenced them with a frown. A brown- 
uniformed pilot escorted Kelly, etc. to 
bucket seats in the back. I begged off. The 
pilot said no, and pointed to the co-pilot's 
seat. I sat and mumbled a good Act of 
Contrition. 


It is not proper for a man to die in Papa 


Doc's personal number one bomber. The 
pilot hit some switches and nothing hap- 
pened. He rapped a few more and the 
nacelles began to rotate like crullers, but 
the propellers didn't move. 


Kelly implored Mother Cabrini to nit

Pilots ran out of hangers 
to applaud as that old crate lifted off and 
held a solid altitude of eight feet. 


I blanked out. I remember nothing 


except jungles and mountains and me 
yanking th arms of my seat trying to pull 
that plane over both. 


At Cap-Haitien, the playful pilot made 


wyeral pauses at a cathedral, trying to 
take the gold cross off the uteeple with hi* 
undercarriage. The plane landed, and 
nagged to the left. 


We tottered off, and Karen Raid, "Dad-

Evans and Novak 
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Is Carter A Vindictive Backstabber? 


WASHINGTON - A vein 


of vindictiveness in the man 
most likely to be the next 
President of the United States 
was uncovered in Cleveland 
Memorial Day when a beam- 
ing Jimmy Carter greeted with 
total delight the news that 
Sen. George McGovern had 
fired two young political aides. 


Although the smoking gun 


has not been found, insiders 
familiar with Democratic poli- 
tics do not doubt that Carter 
caused the Memorial Day 
mini-massacre. He' has long 
wanted McGovern to get rid of 
indefatigable left-wing politi- 
cal operative Alan Baron as his 
press secretary. The other dis- 
missed McGovern aide, legis- 
lative assistant Jack Quinn, 
was the victim of shrapnel 
from the direct hit on Baron. 
Baron's absence from 
McGovern's payroll cannot 
make the slightest difference 
to Carter's highly probable 
nomination. 


What matters is that the 


incident 
tends 
to support 


claims by Carter's old enemies 
back in Georgia that his ad- 
mirable intelligence, dis- 
cipline and dedication are ac- 
companied by vindictiveness 
extraordinary even for a politi- 
cian. 


This was displayed 
two 


weeks earlier when objections 
from Curler caused an old 
Georgia political foe, former 
Gov. Carl Sanders, to quit a 
seat on the national platform 
committee. Although Sanders 
could not do Carter any dam- 
age today, he is at least a peer 
who lost the brutal 1970 cam- 
paign for governor to Carter. 
Alan Baron, 32, is but an 
obscure staff-level operative. 
Nevertheless, 
his persistent 


year-long opposition has in- 
flamed Carter's wrath all out 
of proportion to Baron's 


meager effectiveness. The irra- 
tionality makes the reaction 
all the more disturbing. 


Baron began to suspect that 


Carter was making trouble for 
him late in March when Sen. 
McGovern called him in for a 
heart-to-heart chat. McGov- 
ern revealed that his former 
campaign manager, Sen. Gary 
Hart of Colorado, had advised 
that Baron was too far to the 
left for McGovern's image (ad- 
vice denied to us by Hart). 


To Baron, it was more than 


coincidental that this followed 
two events: first, Baron urging 
liberals to dissuade Hart from 
endorsing Carter; second, 
Baron publicly quoting Mc- 
Govern as saying Cartel 
sought to be his running-mate 
in 1972, a direct contradiction 
of Carter's disavowal. 


When Baron 
told friends 


that he was No. 1 on Carter's 
enemy list, it seemed boastful 
exaggeration. But 
confirma- 


tion came from Jimmy Carter. 
Contacted in New York, 
Carter called Baron one of his 
bitterest political enemies. A 
few days after McGovern's 
heart-to-heart chut with 
Baron, Carter told a reporter 
he was confident McUovern 
would soon fire Buron. 


It did not happen that soon, 


but liberals close to McGovern 
considered 
Baron a cooked 


goose — not lor luck of com- 
petency and not for lack of 
compatability 
with McGov- 


ern. 
The Curler people were 


pressuring George, 
one Mc- 


Governite explained to us. 


The Carter camp was out- 


raged by recent news accounts 
of the two McGovern aides 
attending two not-so-secret 
meetings 
of the sputtering 


stop-Carter coalition (one held 
in Buron's Washington iiparl- 
inent). The lust straw was 
Baron being quoted in the New 


York Times of Sunday, May 
30, calling Carter a positive 
evil, surrounded by a staff 
committed to no ideals, like 
Haldcman and Ehrlichman. 


That night McGovern tele- 


phoned Baron in Cleveland, 
where he was helping Rep. 
Morris Udell's campaign 
against Carter in the Ohio 
primary. 
McGovern told 


Buron there was a lire storm 
of protests against his and 
Jack Quinn's participation in 
the stop-Carter coalition; he 
would have to fire Quinn. 
Baron obtained McGovern's 
promise, however, not to do 
anything until they all met in 
Washington the next day, Me- 
morial Day. 


Whatever the explanation, 


however, by the time Baron 
and Quinn (also campaigning 
for Uclall in Cleveland) re- 
turned to Washington, Mc- 
Govern had announced public- 
ly that both were sacked. Mc- 
Govern explained to Quinn, 
27, who had left the faction- 


torn Udull campaign to join 
McGovern's stuff two weeks 
earlier, he had undergone tre- 
mendous pressure. 


Baron asked McGovern 


whether Carter hud talked to 
him about this; McGovern re- 
fused to suy. When Baron said 
he would have to publicly re- 
spond, McGovern replied (ac- 
cording to Buron): 
Do it. 


Alan. Personally, I think that 
Carter is a dangerous man. 
While not remembering use of 
the word 
dangerous, 
Mc- 


Govern told us he is indeed 
concerned with the prospect of 
Carter as President. 


Why, then, would McGovern 


tire two assistants, without 
warning, for opposing the can- 
didate he opposes'' His ex- 
plunation to us, denying any 


pressure from Carter, that he 
could not tolerate staffers pub- 
licly involved in a stop-Carter 
movement, encounters wide- 
spread disbelief among Demo- 
cratic politicians. They have 
no doubt, if no proof, of pres- 
sure bet up by the Carter cam- 
paign. 


With Baron and Quinn re- 


turning to Cleveland for the 
end (if Udell's Ohio campaign, 
their personal misfortune will 
not affect Jimmy Carter's re- 
lentless drive for the nomi- 
nation. 


But it has caused shudders 


among Democratic politicians 
as they view in their prospec- 
tive 
leader 
an 
implacable 


hostility to any opposition — a 
character trait all too familiar 
in the White House.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


Most Washington observers 
seem to agree that nothing 
comes closer to achieving 
immortality than a federal 
program. The "birth rate" 
in government agencies 
keeps climbing while the 
"death rate" remains min- 
imal. 


New support for 
this 


thesis has been provided by 
Herbert Kaufman, a senior 
fellow at the Brookings In- 
stitution, who has com- 
pleted an exhaustive study 
on the longevity of hun- 
dreds of government agen- 
cies. 


Kaufman has put his fin- 


dings into a new book en- 
titled, "Are 
Government 


Organizations Immortal?" 
published by the Brookings 
organization. 


He found, for example, 


that of 175 units of govern- 


ment existing in 192li, 148 
or nearly 85 per cent were 
still going in 1!)73 


And while 27 agencies 


had been terminated, 246 
new governmental bodies 
had been created 


If the present birth rate 


continues, he says, its going 
to be even worse 50 years 
from now. 


A p p l y i n g the some 


growth ratio from his 1923- 
1973 sampling, 
Kaufman 


says that the same sample 
in the ycur 2023 would con- 
sist of 888 agencies, includ- 
ing 333 survivors from 1973 
and 554 new agencies burn 
in the ensuing five decades. 


Even under 
u more 


modest growth 
r a t e , 


Kaufman's sampling wuuld 
grow by 370 agencies which 
would produce a total of 703 
units when combined with 
333 carryovers from 197.J. 


"The impressive ability 


of agencies to stay alive 
once t h e y have been 
launched is not mere con- 
jecture," Kaufman writes, 
noting that in most of the 
27 deaths in his sampling, 
"the activities were not ter- 
minated; 
they 
were re- 


assigned or taken up b\ 
other units, for the most 
part." 


Kaufman found, in fact, 


that "as a general rule, once 
a service or procram gets 
started, it seems to con- 
tinue thereafter, just as 
c o n v e n t i o n a l 
wisdom 


holds."

that despite rising criticism 
over the size and expense of 
our federal government, no 
one has been able to come 
up with a solution to effec- 
tively curb the growing bu- 
reaucracy.

the part. And that includes 
democratic kings, like Juan 
Carlos of Spain.

America this week for u Bicen- 
tennial visit, scaled the sum- 
mit of Capitol Hill to address 
a joint meeting of Congress. 
He was escorted down the aisle 
of the House chamber by 
Doorkeeper James T. Molloy, 
and at first I wasn't sure which 
was which. 


I suppose purple robes and a 


scepter might have been a bit 
much. 
But 
even 
in 
this 


egalitarian age, there ought to 
be some way to telling a king 
from a doorkeeper. 


Juan- Carlos apparently is 


the Jerry Brown of sovereigns. 
Like the California governor, 
hs minimizes or spurns the 
trappings and perquisites of 


his position. 


And when he speaks, he 


speaks of liberty and justice, 
individual freedom and civil 
rights. Which is the sort of 
thing that put kings out of 
business in the first place. 


I'm not suggesting there is 


anything wrong with a king 
espousing democratic prin- 
ciples. Just incongruous. Juan 
Carlos comes on like Hubert 
Humphrey. Dig this: 


"The Spanish monarchy has 


committed itself from the fiist 
day to being an open institu- 
tion, one in which every citizen 
has full scope for political par- 
ticipation without discrimina- 
tion of any kind and without 
undue sectarian or extremist 
pressures." 


You can't quarrel with that 


kind of platform. Mo Udall 
could run on it. But it makes 
you 
wonder 
whether kings 


have much of a future. 


I realize that being a modern 


monarch isn't exactly the life 
of Riley. As the first new king 
in some time, Juan Carlos 


must be under a lot of pres- 
sure. 


Other 
countries 
will 
be 


watching him closely. Should 
he botch the job, any country 
that might be considering the 
adoption of a monarchial form 
of governent would think twice 
about doing so. 


That means walking a thin 


line. 


Juan Carlos can't be too 


regal, lest he be likened to hi? 
predecessor, the late dictator 
Generalissimo Francisco Fran- 
co. Which would give kings a 
bad name. 


But neither can he be too 


homespun. For then his sub- 
jects might say, "Why not go 
the rest of the way and have a 
kingly election.

U.S. Hospital Treats Beirut's Wounds 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) 


— Shrapnel wounds and bullet 
holes are more common than 
maternity cases. 


Visitors must check their 


guns with the Palestinian 
guerrillas at the door. 


Nurses are threatened at 


gunpoint by patients demand- 
ing more pain-killers. 


Young surgeons work 12 


hours at a stretch, catch a few 
hours' sleep, and work 12 
hours more. 


But Dr. Samuel P. Asper, 


the courtly, 59-year-old Texan 
who runs Beirut's American 
University Hospital, is unruf- 
fled. 


"We're basically like any 


other big city hospital," Asper 
says. "We just happen to be 
operating in the middle of a 
civil war." 


The hospital, part of the 110- 


year-old American-founded 
university and probably the 
best in the Middle East, has 
been hard hit by 14 months of 
war. It is running with only 50 
per cent of its physicians and 


40 per cent of its nursing staff 
— the rest have fled or live on 
the wrong side of the battle 
lines. 


It faces a $3.5 million deficit, 


because the lucrative treat- 
ment of wealthy private pa- 
tients has diminished as the 
indigent victims of war flood 
in. 


Many of the doctors haven't 


been paid since February. 
Supplies are running low; ox- 
ygSn must be trucked in from 
Damascus, and more than one 
shipment has disappeared en 
route. 


But Asper insists on treating 


every emergency case that 
comes to the door — be it a 
Moslem or Christian victim — 
while keeping up good rela- 
tions with the leftist gunmen 
who rule the western sector's 
streets. 


"In another hospital, 


gunmen from one faction went 
in while a patient was on the 
operating table, dragged him 
right out of the room and shot 
him," he recounted. "We can't 


have that here." 


The burden is staggering. On 


one Sunday a few weeks ago, 
rightist artillerymen suddenly 
opened up on Moslem-held 
residential areas, wounding 
more than 500 people. Within 
two hours, the hospital's en- 
trances 
were jammed 
by 


makeshift 
ambulances and 


private cars carrying more 
than 120 of the worst hurt. 


"I have never been so near to 


panic in my life," said Dr. 
Sameer Shehadi, chairman of 
the hospital's surgery depart- 
ment. "People were bringing 
badly wounded children in, 
laying them in the corridor 
and leaving them there. We 
have two disaster plans, but 
we were not prepared for these 
kind of mass casualties." 


As the hospital staff raced to 


emergency stations, interns 
converted post-operation "re- 
covery rooms" into way sta- 
tions for sorting out the seri- 
ously injured from the slightly 
hurt — and the dead. 


All 10 operating theaters

were thrown into action — 
normally only seven are in u»e 
— and surgeons worked for 13 
noun straight, from five in the 
evening until «ix the next 
morning, performing 41 major 
operation* to repair the dam- 
age of war. 


"The 
teamwork WM just 


beautiful," Aaper said with 
evident pride. "We lost very 
few of those patients." 


One of the surgeons who 


worked through that long 
night was Dr. Nicola Tabbal, 
the hospital's chief resident. 
Tabbal, 29, graduated from 
the university's medical school 
four years ago. Since then, he 
says with a rueful grin, he's 
had about 10 years of ex- 
perience. 


"I had seven major cases 


that night — cases of all kinds, 
but all shrapnel wounds. Brain 
damage, abdominal injuries, 
fractured arteries, broken 
bones and one ruptured 
spleen," Tabbal said. 


"We had one case of a man 


whose heart had been hit by 
shrapnel. One ventricle had 
been torn, which is very rare 
and always critical. We went 


Tabbal has worked the last 


three months without seeing a 
paycheck. He lives in the hos- 
pital — hi» family's home is 
across the lines, in the Chris- 
tian suburb of Ashrafiyeh, and 
too dangerous to visit. 


"I've lost the habit of leaving 


the building," he smiled. 


But streaks of gray run 


through the young doctor's 
hair, and he has finally de- 
cided to leave Beirut, probably 
to practice in the 
United 


States. 


"I am very patriotic," Tab- 


bal explained, fatigue in his 
voice. "I would love to stay in 
this country. But the war looks 
like it's never going to finish." 


Losing 
talented surgeons 


like Nicola Tabbal a only one 
of Dr. Asper's worries. The 
U.S. government has airlifted 
about $1 million in supplies to 
hospitals in Lebanon, but the 
prices of vital commodities 
such as oxygen and fuel are 
spiraling.

Orr Plots Future Course 


MONTREAL (UPI) — Superstar de- 


fenseman Bobby Orr plotted his future 
course today, considering a new start with 
the Chicago Black Hawks or permanent 
retirement from hockey after a sensation- 
al 10-year career with the Boston Bruins. 


Orr, the most decorated player in Na- 


tional Hockey League history, faced an- 
other examination of his left knee today 
and the diagnosis will determine his 
future. Orr underwent a fourth and fifth 
knee operation in 1975 and sat out all but 
10 games last season. 


"He may need a sixth operation and he 


may never play hockey again," Orr's 
agent, Toronto Lawyer Alan Eagleson, 
told reporters attending the annual NHL 
meetings Tuesday. 


Eagleson said Orr's decision would like- 


ly be announced today. 


Eagleson said earlier this week that On 


had three options —joining the Hawks, 
the St. Louis Blues or a going into a one- 
year retirement. He said the decision now 
is whether to sign with Chicago or retire 
from hockey for good. 


"One thing is for sure," Eagleson said 


Tuesday, "Bobby will not go back and 
play for Boston Bruins. If he does come 
into the NHL next season it will be with 
the Chicago Black Hawks. But there are 
so many considerations involved " 


Eagleson said representatives of the 


Bruins and Hawks met for some three 
hours Tuesday discussing the possibility 
of Chicago paying Boston some com- 
pensation if they reach a contract agree- 
ment with Orr. 


"I don't want to keep the suspense 


going for much longer I don't want to 
keep postponing it, but I have no choice," 
Eagleson said. 


"I hope to be able to have a final answer 


for you (today). If negotiations are not 
consummated and if Bobby does have to 
be admitted to hospital in Toronto he will 
probably announce his retirement... 


"At this point I am not permitted to 


announce anything else on the subject 
because anything I might add may 
jeopardize the negotiations between the 
Bruins and the Black Hawks. 


Chicago has offered Orr a $3 million, 


five-year contract. Chicago president Bill 
Wirtz has said he wants the 31-yearold 
defenseman "no matter what the cost." 


The Blues were among the top bidders 


for Orr. St. Louis General Manager Emile 
Francis met with Eagleson Monday night 
to detail their final offer. It was apparent- 
ly not good enough, however, as Eagleson 
made no mention of the Blues Tuesday. 
The St. Louis offer was not disclosed. 


Orr's 10-year career with the Bruins was 


outstanding. He won an NHL record 16 
individual awards, including eight James 
Norris Memorial Trophys as the top 
defenseman in the league. He has also 
won two Art Ross Trophys, the only NHL 
defenseman ever to win the league scoring 
championship, as well as the Calder 
Memorial Trophy as the top rookie in his 
first season in 1966-67. 


He's a three time winner of the Hart 


Trophy as most valuable player and twice 
won the Conn Smythe Trophy as the most 
valuable player in the playoffs. 


Flyers, Habs Head All-Stars 


MONTREAL (UPI) — Hart Trophy 


winner Bobby Clarke and line mate Bill 
Barber joined NHL scoring leader Guy 
Lafleur of the Stanley Cup champion 
Montreal Canadiens on the 1975-76 Na- 
tional Hockey League first team all star 
unit announced today. 


Lafleur, who scored 50 goals for the 


second straight season and became the 
first Montreal player to win the scoring 
title since 1961, was joined on the first 
unit by team mate and Vezina Trophy 
winning goaltender Ken Dry den.

NEW YORK (UPI) - In a few more minutes, Emil 


(Dutch) Leonard would be going out to the ballpark to pitch 
a ball game, something he had done at least 400 times 
before, so on the face of it there was no reason for him to 
be nervous at all, but you know how those things go, there's 
a whole lot mort! to life than what you see on the face of 
it. 


It was a sunny Sunday afternoon in Detroit, Oct. 1,1944, 


and what makes that day stay fixed in Dutch Leonard's 
mind now more than 30 years later was the phone call he 
received early that morning. 


What makes me zero in on this same day is the search 


by the Baseball Commissioner's office for the Most 
Memorable Moment in baseball history. For me, it was 
that same day, the one on which the St. Louis Browns 
won their only American League pennant. 


They never would've done it without knuckleballer Dutch 


Leonard, and the odd thing about that was he wasn't even 
with them then, he was pitching for the Washington 
Senators. On the day in question, the final one of the season, 
the Browns and Tigers were tied for first. The Browns were 
at home against the Yankees and the Senators, hopelessly 
last, were finishing up with the Tigers. 


Leonard had been named to pitch the finale by manager 


Oggie Bluege. The old BookCadillac Hotel where the 
Senators used to stay in Detroit wasn't far from the 
ballpark and Leonard, having finished his breakfast, 
was getting ready to walk there with outfielder George 
Case when the phone rang in his room. 


Dutch Leonard is retired now in Auburn, 111. All he does 


now is play golf and mow the grass around his house, but 
at 67 his memory is sharp as a blade. Mention that phone 
call and he'll give you the whole conversation word for word. 


"I picked up the phone, this man on the other end said, 


'Hello, Dutch,' and he sounded so friendly I assumed it 
was someone from back home in southern Illinois be- 
cause a lot of people from there were corning up to Detroit 
to work in the factories," says Leonard. 


'"You're pitching today, aren't you?' this fellow said. I 


said 'yeah, I think so,' and he said, 'good, you have a chance 
to make a lot of money.' I said, 'whadd'ya mean?' and he 
said, 'I'm authorized to offer you better than S20,000 if you 
don't have a good day.' It didn't dawn on me what he meant. 
I said 'whadd'ya talking about?' He said again, 'if you don't 
have a good day, you can make yourself better than S20.000.' 
Then it dawned on me this was some gambling syndicate 
or something. I said 'go to hell' and hung up. 


"I'll tell you the truth, I was scared. I was just a small 


town boy and I didn't know what to do, but George Case 
was my buddy and on the way out to the ballpark I told 
him about the call. He said, 'Dutch, somebody might 
have heard that conversation. You'd better tell somebody 
about it, Ossie or somebody.' When we got to the 
ballpark, I told Clyde Milan, one of our coaches. He went 
over and told Ossie, then came back with a new ball, 
handed it to me and said, 'you're still the pitcher.'" 


Dutch Leonard beat the Tigers, 4-1, after which more than 


30,000 remained in Briggs Stadium to watch the Scoreboard 
for the Browns-Yankees' result. 


Sig Jackucki clinched the pennant for the Browns, 


stopping the Yankees, 5-2. in St. Louis. He had help from 
Chet Laabs, who hit two homers, and Vern Stephens, who 
hit one. 


"It was the first time the Browns ever filled the ballpark," 


says Bill DeWitt, then vice president and general manager 
of the club and now board chairman with the White Sox. 


There's a postscript. 
Ossie Bluege reported the bribe attempt on Leonard to 


Baseball Commissioner Kenesaw M. Landis and 
Leonard had to repeat the whole thing to Landis. Later 
he was asked to sign a transcript of what he had said. 


"All the Washington sports writers got mad at me because 


I hadn't given them the story first," says Dutch Leonard. 
"It wasn't that I was trying to hold anything back from 
them. When that whole thing happened, though, I certainly 
wasn't going to start looking up the press." 
Rozelle On Stand

as an antitrust violation. 


Rozelle and two owners, 


Lamar Hunt and Gerald H. 
Phipps, were listed as wit- 
nesses by attorneys for the 
National Football League in 
the treble damage suit brought 
by the Washington Redskin's 
top 1967 draft choice, Jim 
"Yazoo" Smith. The former 
Oregon defensive back has 
charged that draft restrictions 
prevented him from 
nego- 


tiating a contract which would 
have provided him compensa- 
tion in the event an injury 
curtailed his career.

Indian Leaders Are Revising Their System of Tribal Justice 


DENVER (UPI) - Not too 


many years ago, a reservation 
Indian found guilty of a crime 
against hit neighbor might be 
fined 20 sheep by a tribal 
court. But those days rapidly 
are disappearing. 


The nation's half-million 


reservation Indians, because of 
a unique sovereignty rela- 
tionship with the federal gov- 
ernment, have lived for yean 
under a system of tribal justice 
in which such fines were com- 
mon. 


Penalitics for various crimes j 


differed from tribe to tribe, but j 
all were based on a combina- 
tion of tribal custom, religious | 
practice or some other cultural 
or historical precedent. 


Now, however, Indian lead- 


ers, in cooperation with the 
federal government, are revis- 
ing their tribal justice systems 
to bring reservation law up to 
date and, at the same time, 
preserve the ethnic and cul- 
tural integrity of the various | 
tribes. 


"Our tribal justice system is I 


based on a working interrela- 
tionship with the state and 
federal 
governments," said 


Jerry Bean, tribal judge for the 
Southern Ute Tribe in south- [ 
western Colorado. 


"In general, tribal courts J 


handle misdemeanor crimes, 
while state or federal courts 
deal with crimes of a more I 
serious nature. And the South-1 
era Utes' tribal constitution I 
recently has been revised tol 
give the tribal court juris- 
diction over non-Indians who 
commit certain crimes on res-1 
ervation land." 


Bean said the federal gov- 


ernment currently has primary I 
jurisdiction over 13 serious I 
crimes, such as murder or as- [ 
sault with a deadly weapon. 


"But sometimes the U.S. I 


attorney's office, after its in- 
vestigation, will decline to 
prosecute those crimes and 
then the district attorney must 
file the complaint in a state 
court," he said. "Such crimes 
are rare, however, and the ma- [ 
jority of reservation crimes are I 
offenses committed by an Indi-1 
an against himself. 


"A large percentage of these I 


crimes involve alcohol, so most 
of the sentences I hand down 
are 
rehabilitationary.

tence."

And on an island of in-, 


veterate gamblers young. 
Balinese this year took a new 
western import—the pool, 
table—to their hearts with all 
of the fervor and money that- 
their fathers and grandfathers 
lavish on cock-fighting. 


Change is in the air and 


money is on the mind. 


Small bamboo restaurants 


dispense far more vegetarian 
plates, yogurt, tacos and ham- 
burgers than they do roast 
suckling pig. 


The psychedelic mushroom 


business is in a seasonal slump 
at present because June, July 
and August are dry dusty 
months—and the tiny gold- 
capped psilocybin mushrooms 
need rain and cow manure to 
flourish. 


But some things are little 


changed. 


The stout, happy Balinese 


patroness who owns and oper- 
ates the Yasa Samudra cafe 
and cottages still pours an 
over-generous shot of whiskey 
for 30 cents and serves up a 
plate of four grilled lobsters for 
about $2.

small fire

Rosenstock Hits 
Food Stamp Bill 


ELLENVILLE — The issue 


of food stamps has been in- 
jected in the campaign for 
assemblyman in the 101st Dis- 
trict by Maurice Rosenstock, 
the Republican candidate 


He said a bill sponsored by 


Democratic Assemblyman 
Maurice Hmchey represents 
"the kind of government pa- 
ternalism that is not only 
bleeding the taxpayers dry but 
smothering our selfreliance as 
well." 


The Hinchey bill would re- 


quire welfare officials to in- 
form food stamp recipients in 
writing when their eligibility 
ran out, urging them to reapp- 
ly for the program, Rosenstock 
said. "There are limits to what 
the government can dp for the 
individual, and this bill is the 
limit," he added 


The Ellenville Republican 


said the food stamp recipient 
had already made contact with 
the program officials and be- 
come familiar with regu- 
lations. "But if those same 
officials have to prod the indi- 
vidual to reapply, then we 
have reached a new high in 
absurdity," he said He called 


the Hinchey bill "misguided 
liberalism." 


Rosenstock said the bill "is 


not only philosophically un- 
sound but fiscally ir- 
responsible." 


He charged that increased 


costs would involve more than 
mere paper, envelopes and 
postage; said extra personnel 
would be needed to keep run- 
ning tallies of those involved in 
the program and those who 
"had drifted out." 


Rosenstock said he feels the 


time has come when people 
should be encouraged to get off 
the welfare rolls. "It's time to 
reconsider where these pro- 
grams are taking us," he said. 
"The government cannot con- 
tinue to smother us with com- 
fort, aid and direction and 
expect us to endure as a people 
and a nation." 


The taxpayers are demand- 


ing cutbacks in big govern- 
ment expenses, he noted, and 
said the Hinchey bill negates 
those efforts. "Hinchey has se- 
riously misjudged the mood of 
the voters by supporting this 
costly 'cradle to the grave' 
legislation," he said.

Car Makers Figured Wrong on Small Cars 


DETROIT (UPI) - Every- 


one assumes small car sales 
are down this year. At least, 
that's what the large dealer 
and company inventories 
would seem to indicate. 


But the fact is small care — 


at least the domestic varieties 
— are selling above their year- 
ago levels. Only sales of the 
small foreign models are lower. 


Then what's all the fuss 


about? 


Through most of the winter, 


automakers were building 
small cars to meet sales they 
thought would be even higher 
than last year's unmet de- 


mand for the economy models. 
The demand never material- 
ized and the small car share of 
the market dwindled. 


William 0. Bourke, ex- 


ecutive vice president 
for 


North American automotive 
operations, Ford Motor Co., 
explains: 


"The economy is recovering 


faster than anticipated. With 
more available buying power, 
our customers are buying cars 
— although not as many of the 
least expensive models as we 
projected earlier in the year." 


The small car market 


peaked in the first four months 
of 1975, with 55.5 per cent of 
sales. In the first four months 
of 1976, that fell to 47.5 per 
cent. 


That 8 point 
difference 


amounts to close to 75,000 
sales that automakers figured 
would be small cars. That's 
what caused the problem as 
Detroit tried to meet suddenly 
higher demand for larger 
models while it was planning 
to build more small cars. 


"We have to set our basic' 


production schedules and or- 
der the parts and components 
about three months before the 


car rolls off the assembly line," 
Bourke said. 


"If the market swings in 


those three months, there isn't 
much we can do but build the 
cars and use up the parts as 
they come in," he said. 


Compacts — the Novas and 


other General Motors' 
lookalikes; Ford's Maverick- 
Comet and Granada-Monarch 
series; and Chrysler's new Vol- 
areAspen models — aren't 
hurting by any comparison.
